@y MARY TERESE OEHLRICH 
SAN FRANCISCO — Follow- 
ing heated.comimittee meetings 
vesterday on the campus of San 
francisco State College, the 
Yugoslavian delegation of the 
Model United Nations from Sac- 
ramento State caucused late into 
rhe night to determine its stand 
on several major issues which 
will come before the general as- 
sembly today at the War Me- 
Morial Opera House. 
Resoiutions proposed ai these 
neetings were passed by a sim- 
ple majority vote. The general 
assembivy requires a two-thirds 
rote before any of the agenda 
items can be passed. For this

Approval of the master stu- 
dent associaticn budget for the 
1955-56 college year will be de- 
termined when it is placed be- 
fore the Board of Finance at 
2:30 this afternoon. 

Total allocation requests ex- 
ceed $38,000. Activities repre- 
sented are athletics, publications, 
fine arts, social, cultural and 
world affairs, general fund, 
association manager’s office. In- 
cluded is a request for $3700 
funds and reserves, and student 
tor uniforms to dress an 80- 
piece marching band. 

Estimated revenue next year 
is $33,000, surpassing this year's 
$28,000 budget. After the forth- 
coming budget prepared by 
Stanley W. Pretzer, business 
manager, and John R. Krier, 
student association manager, is 
approved, it will be retained un- 
til the new student council ac- 
cepts it in September.

Council Gives 
$9,000 to Union

Student Council this week 
unanimously approved Jim Es- 
telle’s proposal that $9,000 from 
the reserve fund be appropriated 
toward the building of a student 
union on campus. Total estimat- 
ed cost for the union is $25,900. 


John Krier, graduate manage-:, 
explained that the extension 
would leave over $2,000 in the 
Association reserve fund. This 
sum would be augmented if the 
sale of season footba‘l tickets 
is as successful as it was last 
year, according to Krier. 


Final approval is dependent 
on action by the finance commi'- 
tee when it meets to approve 
the budget, 


Other Student Council busi- 
ness this week included: 


Discussion of a Board of Jus- 
tice recommendation to permit 
mid-year students to run jor 
class office; and if the student 
goes to another class at mid- 
year, his keeping the office 
would depend on his class. This 
would apply to all class officers 
except class representatives.

Approving a motion by Jim 
Estelle to include both the pres- 
ent and the future editors of 
The Hornet as members of the 
Student Government Conference 
in Sonoma, May 21. 


Board of Justice Dismisses Charges 


Board of Jusiice, at its regu- 
lar meeting this we. dismissed 
charges against the Veierans As- 
sociation, The charges, filed by 
ASSSC Attorney Ceneral Ben 
Fleming, cited the club for fail- 
ure to attend ICC meetings and 
foilure to turn in required mem- 

hip lists to the counselor of 
student activities, 

The charges were dropped on

condition that the Veterans As- 
sociation “comply with ASSSC 
by-laws in the future and that 
they become an active club in 
practice as well as in name.” 
Frances Roach, associate jus- 
tice, said, “A veterans club 
could become a very important 
and useful club on the college 
campus, because of the increas- 
ing number of vets who are at- 


tending SSC.” 

Other business of the Board 
of Justice included approving the 
Intra-Fraternity Council consti- 
tution, discussing the reasons 
why the proposed ASSSC con 
stitutional amendments were not 
on the last ballot, and issuing 
an opinion on mid-semester stu- 
dents who desire to run for class 
offices.

Today's Hornet is the largest 
in the history of the paper. This 
20-page edition marks another 
milestone in the history of The 
Hornet, 

The Hornet began as a four- 
page mimeographed sheet in 
1949, and has grown, with Sac- 
ramento State, to its present 
form. 

Today's paper was printed on 
a rotary press in two colors.

Once each vear for the last six years the students, fac- 
uity and administration at Sacramento State have set aside 
the firsi week in Mav for a fund drive to provide SSC stv- 
denis with interest-free luans while pursuing their college 
education. 

This vear’s Student Loan Fund Drive began Monday 
morning with sparkling vigor and enthusiasm, ané nas con- 
tinued through the week with marked degrees of success. 
Activity Week coordinator Haroid Severson and assistant 
Daryl] McClusky should feel justiv proud for the pari they 
have plaved in SLFD 1955. 

Construction of Jamboree booths will begin at noon 
today behind the caieteria, under the able hand of co- 
ordinator Dave Teja, and the sixth annual fund-raising 
drive witl be climaxed with the traditional carnival event 
tonight. Jamboree activities begin at 7:30 and end at 10 
p. m. This is followed with a MENC-sponsored dance inside 
the cafeteria. 

Only a smat! handful of clubs are not participating in 
this vear's drive, out for the mosi part SSCs organizations 
have demonstrated the interesi necessary for the title chev 
hold—an SSC club. 

It must be remembered, however, that although campus 
clubs sponsor the activities it is the suppor! from the rest 
of the student body and the community that can make 
Studeni Loan Fund Drive 1955 a financial success. 

Unlike many drives to which siudents are asked ‘o 
contribute. this fund remains at home for their own and 
fellow students’ use. During its six-year existence 444 atu- 
denis have been granted loans totaling $14,784.12. Last 
semesier $3,240.12 was loaned through jhe established fund. 

Aithough the drive has not growo progressively larger 
each vear, the interest and need has not decreased. Last 
vear’s total of $1,187.27 was the highest reached during 
the five vears. and is an admirable goal to top. The other 
four vears and their toiels were: 1950, $380: 195], $781; 
1952, $689.09; and 1953, $626.42.

An Active List 


A lengthy hist was published lasi week by the student 
activities office. It is a list of whieh the student body of 
Sacramenio Staie College may be justiy proud, Published 
were the names of studenis holding club offices, chairman- 
ships and participating in ASSSC functions. 

A look at some figures will show cause for pride. Of 300 
freshmen, 70 are listed, which is a little over 25 per cent. 
Ot 239 sophomores, 94 are listed for 39 per cent. One hun- 
dred twenty-two juniors out of 450 are named, or 27 per 
cent. Seniors on the list number 12% out of 329 for 37 
per cent. 

Of graduate students 14 out of 149 are listed for over 
§ per cent, As a total, the figures siand at 423 students 
listed out of 1535 full time studenis. This is over 27 per cent. 

A realization of the meaning of these statistics is gained 
in quoting Dr. Roberta Christie, associate dean of students. 
She says, “This percentage represents one of the highest 
of all colleges in the state.” 

Regarding these facts another way, it is noted that, 
although holding a club office is included on the list, no 
provision is made for club membership. In other words, 
there are many more students engaging in the functions of 
their organizations and making some contributions to SSC 
activities.

Young drivers are responsible 
for far more than their propor- 
tionate share of accidents, ac- 
cording to the 1954 edition of 
Accident Facts, 8 booklet on U. S. 
driving published by the National 
safety Council 

A study by two University of 
Nebraska professors last year re- 
vealed that drivers 25 and under 
held only 175 per cent of the 
licenses among the drivers 
checked, but they were responsi- 
ble for 36 per cent of the speed 
law violations 

‘The survey also showed that 
3) per cent of the total violators 
were under 30 years of age 

The State of Minnesota issued 
a report for 1953 which shows 
that the 15-24 age group has 176 
per cent of the drivers in that 
state, but they accounted for 23.7 
per cent of all accidents.

College to Open 
New Curriculum 


Plans for a four-year program 
in civil engineering at Sacra- 
mento State College are being 
made this spring, President Guy 
A. West said today, 

The college has been notified 
that the program was author- 
ized at the April 16 meeting of 
the State Board of Education in 
San Diego. 

Curriculum Leads to Degree 

The curriculum will lead to 
a bachelor of science degree in 
the field. West said that the 
courses are planned to meet the 
demand for engineers in the 
jocal area. Requests for the col- 
lege to teach the program have 
been received from engineering 
professional organizations and 
from students. 

H» said that hiring of a faculty 
will begin at once and a limited 
nuniber of freshmen will be ac- 
cepted for the program in tne 
fall of 1955. 

Upper division students in 
civil engineering cannot be ac- 
cepted before the fall of 1956. 
However, the college's regular 
program in applied science will 
continue to accept both fresh- 
men and upper division students, 


West Emphasizes 
West emphasized that the pro- 
gram will be a four-year ar- 
rangement for professional train- 
ing. Students desiring to transfer 
1o other schools after their first 
year or two, or those desiring 
two-vear vocational training, will 
be advised to enroll in univer- 
sities or junior colleges. 
Sacramento State officials 
have met with junior college 
-representatives to determine how 
the junior colleges can best pre- 
pare their graduates for admis- 
‘sion to the program at the upper 
division level.
